nation, to be publiſhed by a pzoclamation bearing date the laſt day of Apꝛill laſt, that from the laſt daie

tert. and no moze, and the grote foz.ttt.5.as further appereth by the ſame pzoclamation, without the whi⸗ 
che meanes, his maieſty coulde neuer poſſible attempt oz come nere to ſet furthe and make the Coyne of 


fine liluet accoꝛding to his good deſire, and as in dede 02dinarely,his maieſty from the beginning of the 
conſultacton hath ment,and doth certatnely meane. pet neuertheleſſe, ſuche is the malice and naughty nas 
ture ofa certain kinde ol people.that liue onely foz themſelfes, #as it ſemeth by their doinges neither rel⸗ 
pect God. Ring the ſuertye of his mateſties Croune,noz any other Chꝛiſtian creatute, but goyng about to 
eate and deuoure,aſwell theſtate of Nobilitie,as the lower ſozte, beyng Serutng men, Arttficers, Han⸗ 


dicraftes,pooze Duſbondemen,labozers and ſuch like, and further malicioullp ouerwharting and hindes 


ting all good purpoſes of the kinges maleſtie, and his counſatll,trauailing to do to the common wealthe 

good, and eſpecially, when they perceaue any thing purpoſed,to amend the vnreaſonable pꝛices of victu-

haunced beyond all expectacion,and the gratious meaning of the binges Mateſtie, and his counſaill bt⸗ 
tetly peruerted, and liniſterlp abuſed theſame molt manifeſtly comming of the deueliſhe malice,and lis 
ght of the fozelatde kinde of naughty people,inturtous tothe whole common wealth:which thinges con⸗ 
ſidered,his Mateſty hauing the Swearde not in vame committed to him of God, and with the ſame as a 
miniſter of the almighty,the very indignacion and plages from heauen to fall where his Dwearde ſhall 
ftrike,cannot,ne may not, without tholfence of God, le and ſuffer ſuche lewde perſones as wilfully be the 


_ cauſers hereof remaine vnpunilhed to their owne dampnations,and the diſtruccton of others. W hcrfoze 


his Watelte,meaning not in ire02 paſſion,to execute his indignation, buttultly and with good grounde, 
hathe firlte e his nende wete to n all kinde of people in their degrees,

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and to — bnderſand his plete and detcemfariontothis behalts,foas wholocuer hat 
offend, theſame ſhall not faile of hape and due pulſhment tar theit o olfences, 
Ind therefoze firſh of all, to all ſuche, as either wilfully oz tgnozantly,hath miſtaken his Mateltes 
—— vpon the koꝛmer pzoclamatts, foz the abactng of money. his Waicltte declareth his good 
and gtacious meaning and determinate purpole, by the aduiſe of his counſaill. to be thetby to amend his 
coine, ⁊ to reduce it to finenes of luer, although thelame ſhalbe moſt of al, without el compariſon to h 
imaieſtes loſſe and dettumẽt, and yet to the benefite of his lubiectes d the honoꝛ of the tealme. Ind next to 
luche 1 crmouts, Graſicrs,and Shepe Waſters, which by vntealonable and fraudulent ingroſſing of 
Fermes,Graine,Uictuall,aſwell Butter and Chele, as other groſſer thtnges,as Woolle and ſuchelike, 
wood, Cole, and other thinges pertaining to the dayly ſuſtenance of man, and enhaunſing the pꝛices of 
theſame, and by manifeſt decalyng of tounes and ttllage,ecceue increaſing of ſhepe, contrary to diuets 
good lawes and ſtatutes of this realine pꝛouided foz theſe caces,not vaknowen to the offendozs therin 
Whiche kinde of petlones in dede his maieſty and his counſaill-iudgeth tobe the pꝛincipall occaſions 
ok theſe almoſt bncauſable deatthes.

Thus muche doth his maieſte in this behalt pattel of clemency of nature,admoniſh, that would 
haue no cauſe to exerciſe extremitie;partely (ik the naughtines of his ſubiecte, ſhal gene him caule)yct 
by this admoniti6t the puniſhmet chalbe moꝛe iuſt and neceſſary, Ind although his maieſtz conſidereth 
howe conuentet it is fo: his ollice hauing indifferent charge and care oucr all mauer his ſubtectes, not 
enely to repzchend the faultes of Offcndozs, but alſo to puniſhe them ſeuerely,yet becaule of late yeres, 
the lower ſozte of people, lacking in deve in that parte, all mancrof reaſon,and beyng like to thole licke 
madmen that cither will haue no Philicke, 02 els will be their owne Philitions , haue pzelumpteouſſy 
taken bpon them thoſtice ofhis maieſty.both in tepꝛehending of their ſuperioꝛs, and attempting redꝛes 
of thinges alter their own phantalies, with fozce,and contrary to the due obe diente of good Subtectes 
towardes god and man. Therfoze allo his maieſtie, likewiſe pꝛonounceth and declateth vnto them, and 
cucry of them, that it they ſhal excede their duties either in repꝛehending 02 attempting any maner of re⸗ 
medic 02 tedꝛeſſe, otherwiſe then ſhall ſtand with the lawes and ozder ofthe realme: His Maieſty wil not 
faile but n:iniſter vnto them ſharp terro2 ot his ſwearde and Lawes. whiche as they be well pꝛouided of 
late foz ſuche offendo2s,(o (al they not lacke diligent and due execution.
